London-, Dec. 22.— An irade has been 
i.ssuefl granting amnesty to ^lI Armenian 
prisonere, except those aentenccd to 
deatli for murder. TJie terms of the 
amnesty include about one hundred 
Artnenians under sentence of death for 
othe* offences Ihan that of murder. 

An Athens dispatch to the Daily News 
says that a desperate fight occurred on 
Sunday at Propheteliaa, in the Oiym- 
l)us district, between a TurkiBli detach- 
ment of eighty strong, coiiveyinK an in- 
vestigation committee of citiht Turkish 
offiuiuls, and n Greek insur^'unt band 
under Veloudas. The whole of the 
Turkish committee and twentv-four of 
the Turkish detachment were killed, the 
insurgents only losing four killed. 

In Brazilian quarters in London it is 
denied that Brazil has any claim on 
Venezuelan territory stated in a de- 
spatch from Buenoy Ayres, 

A cable message received to-day from 
General Gallion, French eominander in 
cliief in tlie ieland of -Madagascar, states 
tliat the iiiBurrection in the luierinai 
district is virtually mastered and 
adds that but few remaining j 
bands are biding in the forest. 

The German warsliip Irene, with Ad- 
miral Tlrpitz on board, has sailed for 
Manila under orders from Berlin to pro- 
tect German and the subjects of other 
powers in the event of the severe fight- 
ijg which is anticipated. 

Geo. Von Bonaen, who was prominent 
for many years in the German reichstag, 
died yesterday in this city. 

The French cabinet council has decid- 
ed to introduce the blU which has al- 
ready been approved by the superior 
council of war to establish a fourth bat- 
talion in the infantry regiments, which 
Would increase ths lighting strengtli of 
tljo army by 100,000. 

An oflicial denial has been published 
of the report ttiat the geiisdaniies have 
dispersed a small revolutionary band 
wiiich had been organized near AlaJrid. 

The London Chronicle prints acolumn 
interview to-day with Captain Alfred T. 
Mahan, of ttie U. S. navy, retired, which 
ifl eulogistic of the Britieli navy and of 
ife long service syBtem. 

The second otlicer of the steamer 
Neptune from Newcastle December 1.3 
for Baltimore has arrived at Vigo, Spain, 
reports that be left the Neptune on Sun- 
day in latitude -13 degrees no-th and 
longitude 14 degrees west, drifting, her 
propeller having been lost. A tug has 
gone to her assistance. 

The secretary of the Spanish embassy 
in Paris, Jlanitiis de Novalles, in an in- 
terview declared that but for '"Ameri- 
can interference " the Cuban question 
would liave been terminated long ago, 
lidding: "The recognition of the inde- 
[lendence of Cuba by the United States 
would only be the result of an insig- 
nilieant whim. I Ijelievo the struggle 
will terminate before the end of b'ebru- 
ary." 

Soleilsays: "If the Tnited States 
recognizes the inde])endonce of Cuba, 
European opinion will support Spain 
against the United States." 

It is semi-ofiicially announced in Rio 
.laneiro tiiat the Braisilian government 
is ill iiossession of documents of the 
L'reatest importance in relation to that 
nart of Guiana, which is now in dispute 
between Great Britain and Venezuela. 
The liocuments, it is stated, give satis- 
factory proof that the territory in ques- 
tion is properly within the domain of 
Brazil. It ia aLso dechireJ, on the auth- 
oriiy of iicrsouH in the coiitklence of the 
guvcriiuient tliat when the dispute be- 
tweim Great Britain and X'enezuela is 
settled Brazil will formally jiresent a 
title to the territory ami oxiiects to 
triumph over all claimants.

22.— The report of 
the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions favora the adoption of the follow- 
ing joint resolution : 

•'Eesolved by the senate and house of 
representatis'es in congreaa assembled, 
That the independence of Cuba be, and 
the same is hereby ackno\vledc,ed by the 
United States of America ; bo it further 

"Eesolved, That the United States 
will use its friendly offices with the gov- 
ernment of Spain to a close of the war 
between Spain and the republic of 
Cuba." 

The report begins with a review of the 
action of congress at its last session, 
pledging itself to friendly intervention 
with Spain for the recognition of the in- 
dependence of Cuba. Spain having de 
clined these overtures, tlie report con 
tinues, the only ([uestion to be decided is 
tlie nature of the next step to be taken, 
with proper regard to the customs and 
usages of nations. 

Then follows an exhaustive review of 
this century's inaurructions of peoples 
claiming independence by rijiht of re- 
volt. The French revolutionary wars, 
which disturbed the entire world for 
live and twenty years, are cited as hav 
ing fixed the besrinning of our modern 
international systems, at the year 1815, 
in the treaties of Vienna and of Paris, 
and of the holy alliance. The settlement 
of local disturbances proceeded under 
the tafluenoe of powers parties to these 
treaties until the Greeks rose in insur- 
rection against the Sultan in 1821. The 
modern precedents of European insurrec 
ticn and intervention, where independ 
enco was tlie issue involved, are cited as 
having begun with Greece. The mas- 
sacres and atrocities perpetrated 
against the Grecka during this struggle 
are reviewed. Previous to this, at Trop- 
pau, in November, 1S20, the three pow- 
ers of Russi.%. Vnstria and Prussia had 
united in signing a protocol expressly in 
tended to assert the right of interven 
tion in all cases where a European pow- 
er " should auller in its international re- 
gime an altercation brought about byre 
volt and the results of which are menac- 
ing to otiipr aUitea." 

After reviewing the diplomaticcontest 
arising from the revolution in Greece, 
the reuort states: 

" In thewhole discussion from March, 
1821, to January, 1823, the right of inter 
von lion was never disputed, except by 
Turkey." 

This was the state of afTairs when 
George Canning, becoming prime min- 
ister of England, recognized Greek belli- 
gerency. The report adds : 

"This seems to have been the stej) 
which led to Canning's somewhat famous 
definition of the nature of belligerency 
in 1S2.5. The Turkish government, we 
are told, complained that the British 
government allowed to the Greeks a l)el- 
ligerent character, and observed that it 
appeared to forget that to subjects in re- 
bellion no national character could pos- 
sibly belong. To this remonstrance Can- 
ning replied through the British minis- 
ter resident at Constantinople, that ' the 
character of belligerency was not so much 
a prinfiple as a fact; that a certain de- 
uree of force and consistency accpiired i)y 
anv mass of population engaged in war 
entitled that population to be treated as 
a belligerent; and even if their title 
were i|ue8tionable, rendered it the inter- 
est, 'vell uiulerslood, of ail civilized na- 
tions so to treat tliem.' 

" All the dictum of Canning's was 
never, so far as we know, officially pub- 
lished; it was (luoted by f^ord JohnKus- 
sell, then Her Majesty's secretary of 
state for foreign aflairs, in the ajieech 
which he made in the House of Com- 
mons Mav C, 1861, as his single and sulH- 
ciont authority to justify the step upon 
wliich he and his colleagues in the gov- 
ernment had decided of recognizing the 
belliuerency of the 'power of the com- 
munity,' wliich was officially called tbe 
' Soutliern Confederacy of America,' and 
which at that time had not a shin at sea 
or an army on land, and whicli had 
given as vet no otiicial evidence of war 
to the "British trovernment. Simul- 
tanoouslv the same action was uiioutod 
bv tlic government of France, wliicli 
' concurred entirely in the; views of Her 
Jlajestv's government,' and wlioae con- 
currence, in the absence of protest orob- 
jection bv any otlier power, made Rus- 
sell's view the accepted practice of 
Europe." 

The report next takes up to the Bel 
gian revolution of ISliU, saying: 

" Wlien tlie I'lcncli revolution of July, 
1S30, oc.-urrcil, it spread instantly to the 
Netherlands. Toward thi; end of .\ugusl, 
1S30, diatmbanceg Ijegaii, and iiiiiiiLMli- 
ately Ijecaiiie bo serious as to threaten 
grave implications abroad as well as at 
home. Without concerting with or sup- 
porting King Williain, the powers i 
posed an immediateaniiistice upon lioth 
parties. Naturally tlio lielgian rebels 
then held themselves independent. With 
such encouragement, their safety was 
guaranteed almost beyond the possibility 
of risk. The claim of independence was 
made November 18, 1.S80, and was recog 
nized one month later by the powers, in 
llieir Hcvontli conference, December 20. 
Tlie Netherlands ministry immediately 
recorded, December 22, a formal proteat 
and a reservation of King Wilham's 
right to decide on such ulterior measures 
as should bo taken in the double inter- 
ests of his own dignity and the wr.ll- 
beinsr of his faithful subjects." 

The reports tell of tlie i)roteBt of Ho 
land, followed by a Holland military c: 
pedition, which svas met by -10,000 
French troops. The report continues : 

" Thus, within less than a year after 
rebellion has broken out, and without 
waiting for evidence of the right of the 
military force of the insurrection, every 
sort of intervention took place, diplo- 
matic and military, joint and separate." 

The report says that the Polish rebel- 
lion of l.SSl seemed to have no value as 
a i)receileiit, except BO far as it odered 
an oxamiile of the power <j[ Russia, as 
the Belgian insurrection bad shown the 
))ower of I'highuid and l''rance when in 
union. The rojiort continues : 

" The next European people who 
claimed retjognitioa as an independent

member of the family of nations seeing , I 
to have been tho Hungarians. On the 
l ull of April, 18111, the Ihmgnrian diet 
formally declared Hungary an inde- 
pendent atale and the llapsburg dyn- 
asty forever deposed from the 
throne. The next day the diet elected 
Louis Kossuth, provincial president. 
The young Kmperor, rrancie Joseph, in- 
stantly applied for aid to tho Cziir of 
Russia, who instantly intervened. This 
precedent tended to establish the right 
of every government to intervene in the 
affairs of foreitrn states, whenever their 
situation ' tends to endanger its own 
safety or the political equUibrium of its 
frontier.' 

"Besides, tbe four preceilents of 
Greece, Belgium, Poland and Hungary, 
where new nationalities w^re in 
question, a much larger niniiher 
of interventions occurred in I'.urojje 
in the proeess of dianiption of 
the consolidation which has on one hand 
disintegrated the ancient empires of tbe 
Sultan, of Spain, of the church, and on 
the other concentrated the new systems 
of (ieriiiaiiy, Russia and Italy. Interven- 
tions have occurred most conspicuously 
in Spain by Franco, in 182.'!; in Portugal, 
liy I'higland, in IS'JT; again in Spain and 
Portugal in IS.'itijbv iMigland ami f ranee; 
and what was called the iiuadnipie 
treaty in Piedmont and N'ajik-s, by the 
Holy Alliaiiee in is:;i; and in ko many 
inslaiiees sima: ISIS that the nioic eiiu- 
nieralioii would be lont: and ilillicMill, 
P.ut none of tlie dislurbcil tMUiitries 
claimed permanent iiuleiieiidenee uiulcr 
a form of revolution, unless it were per- 
liaps the slates of the church of Rome, 
which on February 8, ISiS), declared the 
Pope to be deposed, and set up a provi- 
sional governme nt under a revolution- 
ary tribunal. 

'I'Ui; report, after ciling other cases, 
goes on to say : " From tluH body of 
precedent it is clear that Isurope has in- 
variably asserted and jiracticed Iheriglit 
to interfere, both collectively and sejiar- 
ately, amicably and forcibly, in every 
instance, except that of Poland, where a 
European people has resorted to insur- 
rection to obtain independence. The 
right itself has been based on various 
urounrla: 'Impedimenta to commerGe,' 
' Burdens on measureB of pi-otection and 
repression,' 'Rec] nests of one or both 
parties to interpose,' ' Efl'usion of blood,' 
and 'Evils of all Idnds,' ' Humanity,' 
ami 'The repose of Eurojie,' (Greek 
treaty of 18-27.) ' ,\ vi-.rm desire to ar- 
rest, with the shortest possible delay, 
the disorder and effusion of blood.' 
(I'ortocol of Noveinber Ith, 18IJ0, 
in tho case of Belgium.) 'Ilia 
own safety or tho jiolitical equilib- 
rium on the frontiers of his empire. 
(Russian circular of April 27, IS-W, 'ii 
the case of Hungary.) ' To safeguard 
the interest and honor' and to ' Main- 
tain the political influence ' of tho inter- 
vening power (French declaration of 
IS 19-50 in regard to the atatea of the 
church). Finally, in the latest and moat 
considerable, because absohitely unani- 
mous act of all ICiirope, siiniily the ' de- 
sire to regulate.' (Preamble to the treaty 
of Berlin, 1878, covering the recognition 



of j^ervia, Koumania, Montenegro and 

Bulgaria.)'' 

The report then turns to the experi- 
ence of Asia. In regard to Asia, ])robably 
all other authorities agree that the en- 
tire fabric of I'^uropean supremacy, 
whether in Asiatic Turkey, Persia, Af- 
ghanistan, India, Siam or China, rests 
on the right of intervention. 

The American precedents are bat.died 
exhaustively. After tracing the upri.s- 
ing in Mexico, Venezuela, Chile and tho 
Argentine Republic against Spanish rule 
the report concludes: 

" Diplomatically, they have maintain- 
ed a retrularly accredited representative 
in tlR' United States for tho past year, 
who lias never ix'ased to ask recognition, 
and to offer all |)Ossible inforiiiatioii. 
There la no reason to suppose that any 
portion of the Cuban jieople would be 
(lisaatislied by our recognizing their re- 
presentative in this country, or that they 
disagree in the earnest wish for that re- 
cognition . 

"The same thing could hardly be said 
of al) tbe countries rei:ogiii/.e(l by Mon- 
roe in 1S2L'; Gruei'o had no such stability 
when it was recognized by England, 
RiiHsia and France ; Belgium had noth- 
ing of the sort when she was recognized 
by all the powers in 1830. Of the states 
recognized by the treaty of Berlin in 
IS7S we need hardly to say more than 
that they were the creatures of interven- 
tion. 

" The only question that iiroperly re- 
Miaiii-! for coniireHS to consider is the 
mode wli icli should ill! adopted for the 
step wliieli congress is jileilged next to 
take. 

" The govei nnienl of the United States 
entertains none but the friendliest feel- 
ings towards Sjiaiii. Its most anxious 
wish is to avoid even the appearance of 
an tinfrieiKlliiiees, which is wholly foreign 
to its tlionght. l''ur more than a hun- 
dred years, amidst diveruent or clushinir 
interests, and under frequent and severe 
strains, the two governments have suc- 
ceeded in avoiding collision, and there is 
no friendly office which Spain could ask 
which the United States, within 
the limita of their established 
principles and policy, woukl not 
be glad to extend. In the present in- 
stance, they are actuated by an earnest 
wish lo avoid the danger of seem- 
ing to provoke a cuiiilict. The jiractice 
of JOiiropo in regard to intervention, ag 
in tbe iiiataiices cited, has been almost 
invariably harsh and oppressive. The 
practice of the ITniicd States baa been 
ainioat invariably mild and forbearing. 
Among the jirecedenta wdiich have been 
so rmmeroualy cited, there can bo no 
doubt as to the choice. The moat mod- 
erate is the best. Among these the atti- 
tude taken by President Monroe in 181i2, 
is the only attitude which can properly 
ha regarded as obligatory for a similar 
situation to-day. The course pursued 
bv the United Statea in the recognition 
of Colombia ia the only course which 
congreaa can consiatently adopt."

Domville, M.P., who 
followed, " brought down the house " by 
an unintended brual: with wliich he con- 
cluded a very amusing, if diacounecled, 
discouri-e. fie had, lie said, a son, a 
very promising young fellow, and lie in- 
tended on his return to find him a grub 
stalie a'l, once and set him oil' to " jump a 
claim " in Britisli Columbia. Tlu; 
Colonel iluubtk'ss meant stake out a 
I'laiiii, but he said "jump," and tlie 
audience took liim at his word and real- 
izing the humor of tlie situation broke 
into roars of laughter. 

Mr. William Templeton, who was 
chairman of the Liberal-Opposition coni- 
mitteediiring the recent iJominion elec- 
tion in Vancouver, has made public the 
announcement of his intention to be a 
candidate for the position of Mayor at 
the approaciiing municipal election. 
Mr. Banfield, who had previously an- 
nounued himself, is the other candidate. 

The Gordon Highlanders are to give 
an exhibition at Dunn ballon Christmas 
night.

Di'. 1. M. lAIcLean, of Westminster, 
has opened an odicein Vancouver. 

One of the most bitter wordy wars on 
record took i)lace last night lietween A.ld. 
l^etliune, Aid. Brown and Ma^'or Collins. 
The most serious insinuations were made 
on both sides. Fortunately the matter 
only ended in words. Tiie trouble arose 
over the statement that Aid. Betliune 
had disclosed the secrets of the munici- 
pal loaning board and bad been a party 
to the attempted unseatiiigof the flavor 
owing to his business assignment, when 
the Mayor's term of ofliceexpired in any 
event within thirty days. 

Charitably disposed people are con- 
tributing towards a free dinner and en- 
tertainment to be given to the poor at 
the free library. The librarians, Mr. 
and Mrs. Maciiin, as is their custom 
every year, are taking upon themselves 
the onerous task of arranging the ban- 
quet and concert at considerable expense 
and labor. 

The council had a short sefision last 
night, when Dr. Thomas' health report 
for the year was read. There lur.-e been 
11)2 deaths in Vancouver during ISOll, 
and not one case of infectious disease.

LUMBER nONVENTION. 

Some Indications as to the Reciprocity 
"Wliicli Some Americans 
Favor. 

A Convention of American himber- 
luen met in Cincinnati, Ohio, on the 
Hth of this month. There were one 
hundred and fif|y delegates present, 
represoiiting twepty-seven States. The 
Convention wa# Called for the purpose 
of securing a taryt xm lumber. One of 
the speakers, J» E^'-'Defenbaugh, editor 
of the Chicago- Lumberman, spoke 
against the free importation of Cana- 
dian lumber, and showed that the trade 
had increased and is increasing rapidly, 
lieferring to the Convention the San 
Francisco Call says: . 
"It is estimated that about 1 ,000,000,000 
feet of coarse Canadian lumber is pour- 
ing in upon our markets in competition 
with the home product, and the ruinous 
effect is felt in all the lumber districts 
ol the Union, South as well as North and 
West as well as East. As a result of 
this condition of affairs wo now see the 
lumbermen of all sections of the Union 
joining in the demand for a tarill' on 
lumber sudiciently high to afford protec- 
tion to the home industry. 

Wb'le the evil of the Canadian compe- 
tition has been felt in the South, it has 
been even more disastrous oa the I'aciiic 
Coast. The facilities of transportation 
between British Columbia and Califor 
nia enable the lumbermen of Canada to 
gain admission to our markets with ease, 
and the competition is the more unfair 
to the lumbermen of Washington, Ore 
gon and California because of the dill'er' 
ent conditions under which the industrv 
is carried on in British Columbia and in 
this country." 

The Montreal .Star, writing upon the 
same subject, says : 

"The Northern mills at least must have 
Canadian saw logs or ihey cannot pro- 
duce the lumber which is to supply the 
American demand the awful Canadians 
are now lilling. A stiff Canadian export 
duty on these logs would prevent their 
flow into the Michigan and other mills: 
and it would be very easy for the Cana- 
dian government to qeatly oOfsot any 
American duty on lumber by just such 
an export duty and thus leave the com- 
petition between the mills on the oppo- 
site sides of the boundary exactly where 
it is to-day." 

This does not look much like reci- 
procity. It is to be liojied that the duty 
will not be imposed, but if it is Canada 
can find other markets for the lumber 
which is one of her most valuable 
resources.

pretation. of "City Municipality" in 
aection 1 of the Elections Act, 1898, is to 
be read with the interpi-etation ot the 
term " Municipality ' ' in Bectioii 2 of the 
Oiiiueea Act , the effect being to npplj' 
the two to City Municipalities liere- 
after incorporated, and not to exclude 
those already in existence. 



MUNICIPALITIES ACT. 

With reference to the reply of tlie City 
Clerk of Jvartiloop3 to the letter of the 
Jloti. the Attorney-General communi- 
cated to the Kamloops Council Decem- 
ber II, and publislied in the Inland Sen- 
tinel and the Victoria Times, the two 
papers in question evidently imagine 
th.1t because the reply is couched in 
legiil phraseoloizy auil asks certain ques- 
tions that there must necessarily he 
Boniething seriously wron^. They base 
their opinion upon an admission in the 
letter of the Attorney-General that there 
is a possible ambiguity in the. Act. The 
Attorney-General points out, and very 
properly, too, that as doubts have 
arisen in the matter it would be 
sitlviaable to amend the Act next 
session to make the meaning 
perfectly clear, and, if necesBary, to vali- 
date all Acts requisite for the effectual 
eondttct of those municipalities in the 
interim. This does not imply that there 
ia necossarilj' anything seriously wrong, 
but is merely a niiilter of precaution, in 
order to avoid jiossible litlcation or 
trouble in the future. Even if a verbal 
omiBsiou or an ambiguity did occur in 
the Act obscuring the meaning or ren- 
dering the inter^etation doubtful, it is 
not a fflatter reflecting very seriously up- 
on the Legislature, as the irentlemen 
who compose it are only human and 
therefore not infallible. It is not to be 
concluded, either, that the work was 
donebafitily or in a slipshod manner. 
As a matter ol fact, the Municipal Acts 
of 1896 were prepared with great caie 
and well conaidered by the commit- 
tee appointed to examine tliein.aud tlie 
members of the Legislature. 

However, returiiinj^ to the ijuestiotis 
referred to in the letter of the Clerk of 
the -Municipality of Kamlooj)a, wliicb, 
by the way, refleeta credit upon his legal 
acumen as a layman, there is nothing 
which is not easily explainable by refer- 
ence to tiie Act. The first three <iaes- 
tioiiH have alreiuly been roferroil to in 
the C<.)i.oM:-i' of .Saturday last, in wliicli 
it was stated that sections 6 and 7 of the 
Act conserve to the municipality all 
powers possessed under Letters Patent. 
The latter part of the letter of Iho City 
Clerk of Kamloope is as follows: 

1. What are the miniiiiiiiu innnltvr 
and the maxiiiitim number ol incinlivri' 
whicli the (•ouiH'il of ttiia tiiunicipality 
for the year ISS7 Hlioald coiiKi.it of'.' 

!2, What (]tutli IliTitioiia are necessary 
for a person to Ijc iiomiiialed for ami 
elected as Alavor ol tliis niiinicipiility? 

:!. Wliat (HialiliL'atioiiH are neiiessary 
for a person to he iioiiiiiiated for and 
elccteil as an alderman for thi.s mtinioi- 
palityV ] am uiixiouH to obtain this in- 
formation lor tlie members of the pre- 
sent council and for the ratepayers Ren- 
erally, and trust you will favor me with 
a reply by return mail. 

I would also point out that the inter- 
pretation of "City Municipality" under 
section 1 of the iSfunicipal Elections Act, 
JSiiii, ia that the term throughout the act 
does not apply to this city. 

It should be said in reply thai the 
minimum number would be the Mayor 
and Aldermen as fixed by Letters Patent, 
and the maximum number would be 
such, not to exceed ten, including the 
Mayor, as tlie Council may fix by unani- 
mous resolution under section IS of the 
Clauses Act l.S9(i. 

In regard to questions i' and 'A, the 
qnaUflcatlonB for Mayor and Aldermen 
are that they must be duly registered 
electors under the Act of 189(1, so as to 
comply with the new residential require- 
ments, and must have real projterty 
(lualilications required at tlio election 
just preceding tho pasaa^e of the act.

WHERE IS M'KINLEYf 

In spite of all the talk and the fuss that 
have been caused over President Cleve- 
land's declarations regarding Cuba and 
Senator Cameron's resolution on the 
subject, which, if adopted by any other 
country In the world, would be regarded 
as a declaration of war, it ia not gener- 
ally considered that anything will come 
of them, save and except lively contro- 
versies in the legislatures and in tiie 
newspapers of Spain and the United 
Slates in particular and other countries 
in general, AVere the parties disputant 
first-class naval and military powers, 
there could only be one outcome, unless 
one or the other of them took back- 
water, that is, provided the Senate of the 
United States adopts Senator Cameron's 
motion, with tho endorsation of the 
House of Representatives — tlie President, 
if not approving it, withliolding bia 
veto. Tiiat, liowover, it is said, would 
make little or no dillereiice, unless open 
hostilities be at once precipitated — 
directly or indirectly — by one or other 
of the parties, since, within a little over 
two months, Mr. McKinley will bo at 
the head of alfaira in the United States. 
It ia anticipated that the whole business, 
with all its possibilities, will in some 
way or another be shouldered off upon 
Mr. Cleveland's successor. 

In Spain, it iseoncluded by many that 
no matter how distinctly and definitely 
Mr. Olnoy may have explained the rela- 
tive functions of the executive and the 
legislative branches of the American 
system, Congress really represents the 
public feeling throughout the United 
States which ia bent upon securing the 
independence of Cuba, even at the 
cost of armed intervention, Mean- 
time, under all the circumstances, 
there is a considerable element in the 
Iberian Kingdom, which is prepared to 
quietly await a settlement of the con- 
troversies which may possibly arise in 
the United States on the subject of re- 
spective responsibilities in the expecta> 
tion that all will eventually be arranged. 
Military and naval preparations are, 
however, it would api)ear, already on 
foot looking to the strengthening of tlie 
fortifications on the island of Cuba, and 
certain is it that even the more peace- 
fully disposed element in Spain will, aa 
far as possible, take time by the fore- 
lock, remembering that the greatest se- 
curity for peace ia preparedness for war.

possess, and to compare the schools ot 
to-day with those of thirty or forty years 
ago to Che disparagement of the latter. 
Ttie beauty, the comfort and the conven- 
ience of tliomodernachooljoom, theexcel- 
lenceof the system of education and the 
attainments of the scholars are dilated 
upon, and a great deal ot commiseration 
is expressed for the homespun-clad lad 
who used to plough his way through tho 
snow-dritta to attend school in a rude 
log-cabin furnished with rough wooden 
benches and cumbrous desks, a big 
stove and, perhaps, a map of the hemi- 
spheres, and a few square feet of badly 
painted blackboard. As one listens to 
the orator lie is apt to think, especially 
if he is young and inexperienced, that 
study in such circumstances and with- 
out any of tlie appliances which make 
learning in these days so much easier 
and more pleasant, would be almost im 
possible. But would he be right. Well 
lighted, pleasant, airy, warm rooms are 
good things. Blackboards, maps and 
globes aro great helps, Comfortable 
seats and commodious desks should 
make the hours of school less irksome 
But though we shouid be thankful that 
our children especially the little ones, 
have these comforts and advantages 
we do not tliink we are justified in con- 
cluding that biecanse of them they are 
being better fitted for their life's work 
than the children whowith ruder appli- 
ances and amid less comfortable sur- 
roundings acquired the knowledge which 
has enabled them to carve out homes 
for themselves in the wilderness, or to 
carry on successfully tho huaineea of a 
new country. An education that is 
wortli getting is worth working for, and 
the lad who baa to undergo some self- 
denial and endure privation in order to 
attend school is likely to make a better 
use of his opportunities than he who has 
no aacrilices to make and little eQbrt to 
exert to gain the information whicli his 
teacher is anxious tc impart. If the 
scliools of Britiali Columbia in the last 
ten years of the nineteenth century pro- 
duce as many honest mm with as sound 
an education as the schools in the older 
provinces did in the middle of it they 
will deserve to be remembered with 
gratitude by future generations of Cana- 
di-ans.

CRIME AS'D POVERTY. 

Vancouver and H'ew Westnaioster have 
recently been complaining of a plague of 
hiRliwaymen of the commonest sort, 
wliose eiploits, wnlike those of tlie 
roadmen ot old, have been confined to 
the lone imlividual who was passing 
through a dark place. From several 
parts of the United States have come 
accounts of organized attempts more or 
less succeasful to " hold up " trains and 
go through the passengers, while it is 
complained that tho City of Montreal ia 
infested witli a gang of professional pick- 
pockets. .Aa regards the holds up of 
trains, experience has shown that there 
are always " more or less respectable" 
people living in remote parts of the 
country, bat still at no great distance 
from the lines of railway travel, who are 
always ready to turn a few dollars by 
becoming roadmen. Numerous novels, 
among theiii the " IIoo.5ier School- 
master," have illustrated this, while, in 
regard to the more petty offences of this 
class in the towns and their outskirts 
tirey may, to a considerable extent bo 
said to indicate not only a scarcity of em- 
pliiyinent, but tiie i->re,seiiee among the 
niieiii j)loye(l ut ))eoploof that clas.s wliieli 
declares that ag long aa there is anything 
going Lliey are <leteriiiined not to isturve. 
This should not be, and there are 
doubtless not a few who cannot obtain 
work and are ashamed to let their wants 
bo known — who, from sheer desperation 
would, driven by the personal requii-e- 
nieiita of themselves nnd families, accept 
the alternative of stealing were it not for 
the fear of conaini uunce.'j, But there isa 
class that would rather die — ami is jirac- 
tically iu a dying condition — rather than 
take that which does not belong to them , 
The two last-mentioned classes deserve 
all consideration and, at the present sea- 
son of the year, when theheartof almost 
everyone wells out in generosity and 
bcnovolencK, it would be proper for those 
who know of cases needing liel|i to eom- 
munieate witli the diflerent individuals 
and organizations that are known 
for their conaistentand persistent efforts 
to help the needy. The difficulty is, 
liowever, tliat not unfrequently after 
Christmas time not a few of the cases 
are largely lost sight of, the fact being 
that though a little consideration at 
Christmas may oftimes cheer, as the 
poet puts it, tho poor man's heart 
through half the year, it does nothing 
towards litting up the individual and en- 
abling him to get on his feet agaiii. This 
ia an aspect of the mr.tter that is worthy 
of attention. It is satiafactoi-y to bo in- 
formed that the conditions of many peo- 
])lc have been considerably improved 
since this time last year, but thoro are 
Btill many to whom, as the Irishman 
onco put it, "A little aasistance would 
be mighty coavenient." 



EDITOllIA L comment: 

One of the latest developments in con- 
nection with the mimicipal adairs of ttie 
city of Toronto is that all accounts sent 
in for collection mu,st be made out on a 
form supplied by the city itself, on the 
back of which is tlie iollowiag declara- 
tion, which must, to ensiire payment, 
be duly filled up and subscribed to: 

"I do solemnly declare 

that the within account, atnounting to 

the sumof dollars, 

is correct; and I do further declare that 
no member of the Council or officer of 
the corporation of the city of Toronto 
hau any interest whatever in a private 
capacity, directly or indirectly, in said 
account, or in any part of tho work, 
goods or material mentioned therein, or 
in the money hereby claimed " 

It is worth noting that during the 
five weeks ending ]>eeember 10, the de- 
cline in the valre of cotton futures in 
New York was equal to no less than 
seven dollars a bale, due, it is said, to 
the fact of the Government crop esti- 
mate exceeding those previously made 
by iirivato individuals by something like 
a niilliou bales, and the unsatisfactory 
conditions between the United States 
and Spain on the sabjeet of Cuba.

the miners call " thumping steel." The 
drill, which is on the iirinoiple somewhat 
of an air or electric drill, is worked by 
cranks like a hand-boring machine, one 
man working it with the greatest ease. 
The drill is raised by means of cams and 
falls with a force two to four times 
heavier than a blow struck by a liaml 
hammer. The jiressure is regulatetl 
automatically, and 200 blows a minute 
can be struck. The machine only 
weighs SO lbs., and with tripod and rods 
for using the drill in any position about 
50 lbs. more. The contrivance is cer- 
tainly a most ingenious and useful one, 
especially where power drills cannot be

A Regiment of British Infantry to Be Sent 
Across the Continent.

Northern Pacific steamship, each with 
its numerous steam winches in opera- 
tion, its crew busy handling cargo and 
many truckmen engaged attending on it 
created a bustle and stir at tiie outer 
wharf yesterday worth going there to 
see. One of the big ocean liners, the 
steamship Braemar, arrived from Yoko 
hania at 1 o'clock. She had sailed from 
the Japanese port on the 4th instant, 
and conse(iucntly brings no later Or- 
iental advices than were received by the 
last lOnipress. The Braemar was de- 
layed by rough, winds and seas, having 
on one occasion to lay to in a gale en- 
countered after crossing tiie meridian. 
Like the Empress she called at Kobe, 
but no one on board were allowed com- 
munication with the shore. Tlie Brae- 
mar brought for Victoria 50 Japanese 
and one saloon passenger, Mr. E. N. 
Barff, the only occupant of the cabin on 
the voyage. The bulk of the cargo is tea, 
l)ut tho steamship lias also 1,100 bales of 
silk and nearly 500 tons of miscellaneous 
freight for tliis city and San Francisco. 
The 8hii)'s stay in port will extend until 
t) o'clock this morning, but the McDuff, 
the other N. P. visitor In port, sailed 
last night. Her cargo consisted of 450,- 
000 feet of lumber, 2.050 tons of steel 
rails, 3,000 kegs of nails, 250 tons of 
flour, 2,100 bales of cotton and about 200 
tons of miscellaneous freight. This 
cargo is not quite so valuable as some 
other cargoes that have left Tacoma, but 
it is important from the fact that it con- 
tains the first shipment of steel rails 
which ever left Puget Sound. Forty 
thousand feet of lumber was consigned 
to Kobe, and 50,000 feet to Yokohama. 
Tlie steel rails were consigned t'^ Yoko- 
hama, and the 250 tons of ilour, 8,000 
kegs of nails and 2,100 bales of cotton to 
Kobe. Thirty thousand more feet of 
lumber was taken on at Victoria, 
being shipped to Kobe by R. P. Kithet 
& Co., Ltd. Her passenger list num- 
bera Beventy-seven Chinese, who 
were brought from Tocoma to Victoria 
on the Kingston last evening. Tho Mac- 
duff has no American passenger certifi- 
cate, conseijuently it was necessary for 
the passengers to board her from terri- 
tory outside the United States. She is 
not one of the Northern Pacific Steam- 
ship Company's regular liners, but it is 
probable she will make another trip for 
the comiiany. Her only saloon passen- 
ger is Josepii Mannix, a repre.-seiitative 
of tiie Minneapolis Tribune, who is 
making a tour of the world. Another of 
the Northern Pacilic liners, the Tacoma, 
left Vokohama for Victoria on Monday 
with a full general cargo, including 
1,200 bales of raw silk.

THE SUGAR IKDUSTRY. 

Unsatisfactory Nature of the Conditions in 
Britisli Guiana and the West 
India Islands. 

Within the past ten or fifteen years 
sugar has become so much cheaper and 
better that it will mr|iii.se many to hoar 
that the planiera in the British West 
India Islanda, in tjuiaiia and British 
Honduras are losing heavily every year, 
and that if some remedy is not discover- 
ed they will in a short time bo ruined. 
They have appealed to the Home (.iov- 
ernuient, a lui an Imperial Coinmission 
hag been a|)|)oiiited " to proceed to the 
West Indies and iticiiiire on the spot into 
the condilioiiH of the sugar iiidiiHtry, 
with a view lo ascertaining whether any 
ellectivo measures can be devised for its 
develo])nient and relief." 

Among the causes given for the losses 
of the planters are the immense increase 
in tfie production of beet-root sugar and 
the great C(jst of jirodiiction of the West 
Indian article. The beet-root sugar in- 
dustry in France, Uerinany and Austria 
is fostered by a bounty, and foreign com- 
netition in the home markets is shut out 
by heavy duties. 

The only jiart of the British Empire 
where the raising of cane sugar iiays is, 
according to the London Tinica, (Queens- 
land, Australia. The reason given for 
the success of the i)lanters in that colony 
is that they have suiall ])laiilationH and 
largo central mills. It ia said that on 
the small i)hinlation8 the labor does not 
cost nearly so much as on the large ones. 
The Times says : 

" In eyideiuio given before thecommis- 
sion held in British Cuiana, in was 
stated that a ton of sugar cost almost 
£14 to produce, and that one-half the 
cost — that is £7 — might be put down to 
labor. It has also been estimated that a 
well-equipped estate in British Guiana, 
producing about .3,000 Ions of sugar, 
will employ about 1,500 lahorers, be- 
sides niechanica and a maniiL'Oiiient 
Btair. I'lidcir tho new system of organ- 
ization in tiiieenBlaiul an estate of sim- 
ilar cajKicity will employ about 
whites, incliKiing mechanics, and -IM 
colored laliorurs, givini; a total of 
hands. Throughout llio plantations it 
has been found that the new system of 
small projirietora has had for one of its 
ellects the general reduction of the labor 
bill by one-half, 

"To aESunie that the conditions are ex- 
actly similar and that any exact paral- 
lel can be drawn would bo unjust until 
ttie conditions have been more fully in- 
quired into. Tbe argument indicates 
only possibilities which may exist, and 
may, for causes unknown to us, have 
been overlooked," 

It ia to be hoped that the labors of tho 
commission will result in the revival of 
the sugar industry, as sugar forms about 
'JO per cent, of the total export of the 
British West India Islands, Guiana and 
Honduras,

Mr. Dingley, of the 'Ways and Means Com 
znittee, on the Coming 
Tariff BUI, 

WASiii.sciTn.N, Dot!. 22. — Speaking of 
the tariff bill, which will be introduced 
at the next eession of congresB, Ohair 
man Dingley, of the ways and means 
committee, said to-day: " rrritoetion is 
the great purpose of the bill. I'roteclion 
to .Vmerican imlustrioa will be the 
actuating motive in framing the Ijill, 
and that protection which ia needed will 
be given. It matters not wiiether tl) 
tltUiea nueeaeary to give protection Ije 
high or low, that ha? nothing to do with 
it.

STOCK SPECULATION DULL. 

New I'orlc Market Without feature Save a 
Raid on Several Securities. 

New Yokk, Dec. 22.— Tho early stock 
apeculatioa was dull and practically 
without feature, aside from a slight Bag- 
ging tendency on covering and change of 
front to the soiling aide on tlie part of 
London. The market soon developed 
a flrnaer tone under the inlluencii 
of an advance in tho high-priced 
stocks. Sugar, Illinois Central, New 
York Central and Lake Shore rose one 
per cent., the two last named being 
favorably inlkienced by the anticipated 
declaration of the regalar Vanderbilt 
dividends for the ijuarter and half year. 
Covering waa noted in a few of the more 
active iiropertiea, but the advance was 
checked around midday by a raid on 
Manhattan and tho chilling annonncc- 
nieut of a niiarter pur cent, reduction in 
tlie semi-annual liivulend on Canada 
.Southorn, to one percent. 

The Mveniiig Post eaya so far as the 
stock exchant;e was concerned, Cuba to- 
day waa a ihnid it-sue. Its onlv inlluence 
lay in tlie absolute paralyaia of genuine 
inVestinent orders, revoked or abandoned 
by outsidera who have been sufficiently 
discouraged by the congressional per- 
[oruiances of the week. 

FAILURES IN CHICAGO. 

Suspension of the National Bank of Illinois 
—Other Concerns Brought Down 
With It. 

CuicAoo, Dec. 23.— The National bank 
of Illinois, generally considered one of 
the strongest financial institutions in 
the West, closed its doors yesterday, the 
failure dragginj; down tlireo other con- 
cerns, E. S. Dreyer it Co., Wasmara- 
dorfi', Heineunm it Co. and the Roseland 
bunk. 

The failure of the National Bank of 
Illinois was due to the fact that its en- 
tire capital of $2,000,000, and $100,000 
over and above its eurplus of $300,000, 
had been loaned on Calumet Electric 
stocks. Five hundred thousand dollars 
was loaned to Dreyer it Co., who had 
spread their capital ont so extensively 
that they were unable to concentrate it 
in time to save themselves. The other 
failures were ilue to locking-np of assets 
held by tlie National Bank of Illinois, 
which were not available when tho in- 
stitution closed its doors. 

The Clearing House Association haa 
agreed to pay 75 per cent, of the depoa- 
ita in the National bank of Illinois,' and 
at a meeting of the clearing houae com- 
mittee all the banka reported tlienifielves 
in 1100(1 condition, and none of them 
asked for the aid that would have been 
freelv e.^ctended had it been asked. 

It is ji^'obable all the banks will re- 
sume, with t'.iG exception of the Nation- 
al Bank of Illinois, and sll depositora 
will be paid in full. 

The ff'.Vures .Vugns it Cindele, gen- 
eral contractors; the American Brewing, 
Malting and Elevator Co., and George 
Weisse individually, are announced, all 
of tliege being due to the National Bank 
of Illinois, and Ihe small runs on three 
banks were eehoes to-d.iy of the bank 
failure of yetiterdiiy. Ruus were made 
on the Garden Cay Banking and Trust 
Co., the Hibernian' Savings Bank, and 
the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, 
but none of the runs were of much' im- 
portance. 

RELEASED ARMENIANS. 

The Sultan About to Set Free Some Four 
Thousand OUiers and Remit Death 
Sentences. 

New York, Dec. 21, — ^A special cable 
dispatch to the Herald from Constanti- 
nople saya : "The large measure of 
cleinencry on the part of the Sultan to- 
wards Arnjeiiians recently referred to 
will jirobalily liring about tlie release of 
four thousand prisoners and the remit- 
tance of all sentences of death. At a 
council of the miniatera tho reipiest of 
Mr. Terrell, I'nited .States minister, that 
Ilatouti Ar<louriaii, imprisoned at Tre- 
be/.oiid, haa been released. Nine indi- 
viduala who surrendereil to tho govern- 
ment as revol'jtioniata at Alepiio have 
also been set at liberty, the releasi^ of 
those prisoners having been promised 
Mr. Terrell by the Sultan. 

A SLUMMING PARSON 

Gets Arrested In Rochester for Playing the 
Policeman. 

Ko( iii;sTi:u, Dec. 22 — Rev. David Kirk- 
patrirk, pastor of the Second l iiiversal- 
ist church of this city, waa arreate<l to- 
day on tho charge of, without authority, 
atteiupting to exercise the functions of a 
police ofhcet. He is accused of accosting 
a woman on the street and asking jier- 
inission to aceomjftny her. She refused, 
whereupon he threatened to arrest her. 
Kirkpatrick acknowledges talking with 
the woman, but states that it was a 
method adopted by him for tho purpose 
of exDiaiiiing the material for a aeries of 
sermons on the ten conmiandmenla re- 
lating to social and moral questions.

Madrid, Dec. 22. — Tho cabinet meet- 
ing to-day was presided over by Senor 
Canovaa del Caatillo, president of the 
council. It ia believed that the cabinet 
considered I'reaident Cleveland's mes- 
sage 80 far as it dealt with the Cuban 
([uestlon and also measures for coast de- 
fence and the increase of the fleet. The 
nowapapers hero praise the activity 
shown by General A/./arraga, Minister 
of War, whicli according to report in- 
cludes tho distribution of pamiilileta 
amongst leading Spanish army oflicera 
describing the military condition in the 
United States. Tho nowspapora on the 
other hand censure the delays hy the 
Minialer of Marine. 

After the iiublication of an ollicial de- 
nial that a revolutionary band had been 
ilispersed near this city, an olheial tele- 
gram waa published hero stating that 
genad'armes has disiiersed a barid_ of 
ton men bearing a republican Hag of 
Novelda, in the province of Alicant*;, in 
■Soutlieasterji Spain. It is further re- 
ported officially that seven of the men 
were killed and that a number ol dyua- 
inite bombs had been seized. The cab- 
inet at its session to-day decided not to 
make any reply to President Cleveland's 
measage through diplomatic channels. 

Lo.sijo.N, Dec. 22, — A Madrid special 
to the Daily News aaya that in order to 
insure the success of tho next loan the 
government ia straining every nervo to 
conceal the true situation in the Philip- 
pines, The whole colony ia in revolt, 
and scattered bodies of Spanish troops 
have been lieujiiied in by the rebels. It 
is rumored that a certain proportion of 
the tierinan reserve oflicera are in the 
insurgent ranks. 

IIav.vn'a, Dee. 22. — General Solano 
reports from Santa Clara that Lieut. - 
Col. Gliver, in command of the Cranada 
battalion, has had an engagement in 
that district with a force of insurgents. 
The general adds that the enemy lost 
over 200 killed and wounded. The in- 
surgents have lifted the rails and de- 
railed an exploring engine in the Pro- 
vince of Matanzas, killing the conductor 
and so serionaly injuring the engineer 
that both his legs bad to be amputated. 

Cenoral Kolfano haa raised the siege 
of tho village of Mayagigua in Santa 
C'lara province and has in turn attacked 
the insurgents, who retreated from the 
town with losses. 

A detachment of troops at the planta- 
tion of ProKresso in Malanxas has killed 
the insurgent leader I5ernardini5 \'eldos- 
villajo. Capt.-tieu. Weyler arrived at 7 
o'clock this morning at ?ilaril, and was 
at Arte/.ima by 11 o'clock, whence he 
proceeded by coach, tien. Weyler haa 
ordered that the cattle should be gath- 
ered up immediately by the guerillas in 
order to deprive the inanrgenta of their 
food supply. 

THE CAMERON RESOLUTION. 

Secretary Olney's Interpretation Discussed 
by the Press of London— Position 
of President Cleveland. 

LoxnoN, Dec. 22. — The Times in an 
editorial says it thinks that in the face 
of I\Ir. OIney'a distinct intimation of 
President Cleveland's intention toward 
the Cameron resolution, tiio two houses 
of congreaa may hesitate to actejit the 
responsibility of the resolution. 

" I'reaident Cleveland haa nothing to 
U'aiii by yielding," (he Times eontinnes, 
'•anil it is didicnlt to see what the 
majority in con^'reas eoidd do. Is lio to 
be arraigned before tho supreme court 
and impeached eventually for diso- 
bedience, if he be found in the wron j of 
the movement. 

" The (|ueslion apjieara more likely to 
be a coiillict of the )vjwers within the 
American constitution than between 
Spain and the United States. Even if 
Mr. Sherman should be secretary of 
state in the new administration, it is 
hardly likely that Mr. McKinley would 
surrender his independence as executive 




and enter upon the incalculable risk of 

a war with Spain." 

Tho Cbronicio also discusseg the con- 
stitutional qneation involved in the ap- 
parent dillerenco between President 
Cleveland and congress on tho Cameron 
resolution, This paper thinks that Mr. 
Olney cannot put hia foot down so abso- 
lutely and that be must have been mis- 
understood, "because, even admitting 
tho difliculty of briiigins; the matter be- 
fore the supremo court, congress could 
apparently impeach the President, or 
take the quicker step of declaring war 
against Spain." 

The Standard, on the other hand, does 
not doubt but that Mr. Olney's doctrine 
ia perfectly sound. It says : " We 
seem to be in the presence of one of 
those checks which tho fathers of the 
American constitution wisely imposed 
ujion the impulsive or sjiaamodic ignor- 
ance of tho crowd and its more direct 
representatives." 

MAGICIAN HERMANN. 

His Professional Successes Did Not Result 
in the Accumulation of a Fortune, 

N;-:w York, Dec. 22. — Since the death 
of Prof. Hermann, the magician, there 
baa been much speculation as to tlie 
amount of his fortune. It is known that 
the receipts of his tours for several years 
have been enormous, reaching in some 
inatances as high as $S0,Oni) in a sinirle 
seaeoii. This led main' to believe that 
he must have acciitnulated at least a 
quarter of a million dollars. Others 
more intimate with his affairs asserted 
that he saved very little. .Mine, ller- 
niaun through her counsel, i\Ir. A. II. 
Ilummell, appeared before Surrogate 
Weiler yestorday and applied for letters 
of administration and declared the pro 
perty left by the magician not worth 
$2,000, in fact, hiB debts far exceed the 
amount of the assets of his estate. 

" Prof. Uermaiiii lived up to ever\ 
penny he earned during hia lifetime,' 
said ilr. iluniniell. He profited to the 
extent of .'fdO.OOO or $70,000 every season 
but was extravagant. The steam launch 
Fra Diavolo absorbed a small fortune 
He lunl a raft of cavriagee, over 
a dozen horses, a town house and 
a country house full of servants 
His insurance was hypothecated for 
moneys advanced. Hia magical appara 
tua intact is to be used by hia nephew 
who ia on hia way to.\iuerica from Paris 
to take up Ilermann'a route. Hermann's 
greatest losses were his purchase of the 
Brooklyn tbeatre,hi8 attempt atjthe man 
agement of the Broad street theatre, 
Philadelphia, which cost $50,000, hia 
venture at what is now the Savoy in this 
city, where he loat more than ?10,000.' 

TREATING SPAIN UNFAIRLY. 

Feeling Throughout the Kingdom That the 
- United States Are Not Acting Justly. 

London, Deo. 22.— The Standard's Ma- 
drid correspondent says : "The feeling 
ia unanimous that America is treating 
Spain unfairly by trying to drive her by 
systematic, violent and unwarranted pro- 
vocation into an unequal struggle, aim 
I)ly because tho United States baa ob- 
tained the assurance thatEuropean peo- 
ple will only give Spain purely platonic 
sympathies." 

The tone of the i)rees ia striking. The 
republican jiapera areas bitter against 
any surrender as the Catholic and Carl 
ist press. 

El Dla remarks that the comnfercial 
classes cease all relations with the United 
States with a view of stopping all trade 
between the two countries.
